CO~CERNING REGULATION OF THE SAt.E OF COAL OIL. 

AN ACT to Authorize Cities, Towns, and Townships, to Regulate the 
8ale of Coal Oil. 

Be it enacted by ehe General .ABsembly of the State of 
IQUJa: 

SECTION' 1. That the mayor find council of any city or incor­
Connell or porated town, or the town8hil? trustee8 \n town8bips wherein no 
;~~~l~::l:.ay city or incorporated town i8 81tuated, may, and upon the petition 
specl.orl. of any five inhabitants thereof, shall annually appoint one or more 

8uitable persons, not interested in the sale or manufacture of coal oil, 
bros me, or the prodQct of petroleum, to be inspectors thereof in 
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said cities, towns, or township, and fix their compensation, which 
shall not exceed five cents per package, to be paid by the party 
requiring their services, and who, before entering upon the duties 
of such offic(', shall take and subsoribe an oath, and shall also 
execute a bon~ to the state of Iowa, in such sum and with luch 
sureties, as shall be approved by said council or township t.rull­
tees, and conditioned for the faithful performance of his [their] 
duties; and any pepson aggrieved by the misconduct or neglect 
of such inspector, may maintain suit thereon for his own use, for 
all damages sustained. 
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SBC. 2. Upon .the application of any person, purchaser, manu- Prooeedlnp 
facturer, refiner or producer of, or aiiy dealer in auch oils or fluids, ~~OW:pectIOll 
.aid inspector shall test the same, wit.h reasonable dispatch, by . 
applying the proper fire·test thereto in quantities not less than 
one pint, ~ indicated aud determined by some accurate instru-
ment and apparatus, approved and used for testing the quality of 
Knch illuminating oils or fluidtl, which instrument or apparatus the 
inspector sball provide at his own expense and cost. If the oils 
or fluids 110 tested will not ignite or explode at a telllperature less 
than one hundred and fifty degrees, Fahrenheit, to be ascertained 
as aforesaid, said inspector shall mark, plainly and indelibly, over 
his official siQ:natnre, with the date thereof, on each cask, barrel, 
tank or package so tested, "approved, fire·test being 150 degrees" 
or more, 8S the same may prove; but if such oils or fluids will 
ignite or explode at a temperature less than one hundred and 
fifty degrees Fahrenheit, then the inspector shall so mark on 
each ca~k, barrel, tank or package so tested, "condemne!! for 
illuminating purposes, fire-test being -- degrees," as the same 
may prove less than one hunded and fifty degrees Fahrenheit. 
Said inspector shall keep a record of all inspections made, and 
enter the same within twenty-four hours thereafter in a book kept 
for that purpose, which shall be at all time!! accessible for exami· 
nation by any person; and upon the termination of his offioe, 
said inspector shall turn the same over to the clerk or recorder of 
said city, incorporated town or township. 

SEC. 3. Any inspector who shall falsely brand or mark any Pena.lty for 
cask, barrel, tank 01' package, or be guilty of any fraud, deceit, rn~e~r.~~a.~~ •. 
miscondnct or culpable negligence in the discharge of any of his •.

any such oils or fluids, while holding the office of inspector, shall 
be guilly of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall 
be punished by a fine not exoeeding one hundred dollaH, or ~m-
prisonment not exceeding thirty days, and shall be liable to the 
party inju'red for all damages occasioned thereby. 

SEC. 4. Any manufacturer or refiner of, or any dealer in any PeDl&tty for 
such oils or fluids, the prodnct; of petroleum, who she.ll sell reIUDR:~ not 
or offer the same for sale, to any person, for i1luminatiDg pur- napec 
poses, without the same shall have been so inspected, or shall sell 
or offer for sale any such oils or fluids, as atore8~id, whioh is 
below the test of one hundred and fifty degrees Fahrenheit, as 
provided in section 2 of this act, or who shall use any cask, bar-
rel, tank or package, with the inspector's brand or mark thereon,
